who lived a normal life and worked at a 
regular job. 
FW: Then music has always been part of 
your family? 
JOHNNY: It’s a binding kind of thing 
because we feel a closeness when we’re 
singing that nobody could feel any other 
way. It’s like we’re sharing a song to­ 
gether. And the song is coming from 
each one of us, but it’s coming from all 
of us as well. It’s like a marriage out 
there. We’re all one! 
FW: How do you explain the growing 
interest in country-and-western music? 
JOHNNY: In many ways, country and 
western has grown up. It’s appealing to 
a lot more people. It’s meshing and merg­ 
ing in a lot of ways without losing any 
of its originality, pureness and simplicity 
of form. At the same time, which is a 
strange thing, people like Willie Nelson, 
Waylon Jennings and guys like that are 
calling their music “hard country rock” 
or “hard country.”

He doesn’t compro­ 
mise the way he feels just to please a 
certain group of peole. He is himself. But 
it’s not all a bed of roses family-wise. 
Life on the road is very stimulating and 
exciting. It’s a great life, living in a nice 
hotel like this-and playing a beautiful 
place like the Music Theater. But when 
we get home, then the tough part starts. 
It’s hard for a 42-year-old man to under­ 
stand a 16-year-old or a 19-year-old girl!

Add softened yeast and 
oats. Stir in enough additional flour to 
make a soft dough. 
3. Turn out on lightly floured board. 
Knead until smooth and elastic, about 
8-10 minutes. Round dough into a 


ball. Place in large greased bowl; turn 
to grease top. 
4. Cover with dish towel and let rise 
in warm place, free from draft, until 
double in size, about 1 hour.

ANADAMA BATTER BREAD 


2 pkgs. active dry yeast 
Vi cup very warm tap water 
(120°F.-130°F.) 
1 Vi cups enriched cornmeal 
V4 cup butter or margarine 
Vb cup molasses 
1 tablespoon salt 
2 cups boiling water 
4 cups unsifted all-purpcse flour 
1. Soften yeast in water. 
2. In large bowl combine cornmeal, 
butter, molasses and salt. Stir in boil­ 
ing water; cool to lukewarm. 
3. Beat in 1 cup of flour, stir in soft­ 
ened yeast. Add 2 cups of flour, beat­ 
ing 2 minutes at medium speed of 
electric mixer and scraping bowl oc­ 
casionally. 
4. Beat in remaining 1 cup flour with 
spoon. Batter will be sticky. 
5. Spoon into 8 greased 10 Vi -oz. soup 
cans or 1 greased 1-lb. coffee can, 1 
greased 23-oz. sweet-potato can and 3 
greased lOVi-oz. soup cans. Spread 
batter evenly with a greased spatula 
or knife. 
6. Let rise in warm place until batter 
is 3á inch from tops of cans, about 
25 minutes. 
7. Just before rising time is up, pre­ 
heat oven to 375 °F. Bake about 35-40 
minutes, or.until tops are deep golden 
brown and loaves sound hollow when 
rapped with a knuckle.

knocks on the door. A lot of people just 
come wr,ving up to our house—even at 
night. Of course, we have a guard, and 
the alarm system is always working.

At work, we see this harmful principle 
operating daily. For example, a subordinate 
has an idea with real merit, but he is sure the 
boss won’t like it, so he never presents it.

aware of it, we use low expectations to get 
ourselves off the hook. By assuming a lack of 
cooperation on the part of others, we guar­ 
antee their uncooperativeness and our non­ 
participation in an activity in which we would 
be expected to make a contribution. In this 
round robin, we excuse ourselves from an 
activity where we question our ability to per­ 
form and save face by blaming someone else 
for thwarting our ambitions. What we hide 
from ourselves, of course, is our ambition to 
be the star and our fear that we will never 
make it. 
How does one break this self-limiting cy­ 
cle? How does one meet a challenge on posi­ 
tive ground? How does one adopt a positive 
view of what he is, what the circumstances 
are and what he can accomplish? In short, 
how does one raise his expectations? 
By not being afraid of making a mistake. 
Courage to risk failure is what leads to suc­ 
cess. Self-confidence comes by taking risks 
where the outcome is no more than the frui­ 
tion of what you truly believe can be accom­ 
plished. And remember, even when you make 
a mistake, that doesn’t 
mean you are one!

QUOTE: From Larry Mahan, six-time 
All Around Cowboy in rodeos and star 
of the rodeo documentary, “The New 
American Cowboy”: “I’ve ridden over 
6,000 animals in my career. I figured 
out that last year I was bucked off sad­ 
dle brones two times and, out of 130 
to 150 bulls I rode, I was bucked off 30 
percent of the time. I don’t know how 
many times I’ve been stepped on, 
crushed or kicked. The cowboy is just 
as tough as he used to be, but he’s had 
to organize to better himself. We’ve 
established card-carrying members of 


the Rodeo Cowboys Association be­ 
cause we get ripped off just like any 
other participants in spectator sports. 
The grounds owner can make $100,000 
off us, so we’re just trying to get a per­ 
centage of the gate. Top cowboys can 
win $60,000 a year while others only 
win $600 a month—we don’t get a cent 
for just being there. If you don’t place 
within the top four of a category, you 
don’t make any money.” UNQUOTE.
